INTERESTS ARE FAVORED 


Canadian Reciprocity Agreement 


Comes in For Criticism ia 


Speech at Boiton. 


Boston, Sept. 11.—Although 
rain 


forced the postponement of the open 
air barbecue planned for Saturday at 
the opening of the Democratic cam- 
paign for the coming (state election, 
the 
Democratic . city 
committee 


quickly readjusted its plans and an 
enthusiastic gathering of Democrats 
listened to addresses by prominent 
members of the party 
in 
Fanueil 


Hall. 
The chief guest and speaker 


was Governor Harmon of Ohio, and 
speeches also were made by Gover- 
nor Foss of Massachusetts and Mayor 
John F Fitzgerald of Boston. 


President Taft's attitude toward 


tariff reform was attacked by Gover- 
nar Harmon. He said the president's 
course in vetoing tariff bills passed 
by the special session of congress in- 
dicated that he had been reached by 
the wrong advisors. Speaking of the 
president's 'Objections to those bills, 
foe said: "These and other marks of 
paternity suggest the question wheth- 
er the vetoes may not have 
been 


adopted offspring, like the defense of 
Ballinger." 


Governor Harmon said: 
"Two years ago the president told the 


people that if tliey did not, like the 
Payne-Aldrich-Smoot tariff 
bill which 


he had lust signed, and was pronounc- 
ing the best ever passed, they ought to 
vote the Democratic ticket. 
He said 


this in a pet ibecause the broken prom- 
ise to reduce tariff taxes was every- 
where thrown up to him, but it put the 
case exactly right. That was the true 
and logical alternative. 
There could 


be no other 


"So at the vprj next election they put 


the Democrats in charge of the house, 
and went as far at, they could to do the 
same with the senate, for they icsented 
the insolent greediness ot the special 
'interests which had long controlled 
the Republican pai ty, and to whom the 
president had surrendered.

The Advo- 
cate made inquiry through Congress- 
man W. A. Ashbrook as to whether 
a lot on the corner of a street and 
an alley would be considered a cor- 
ner lot, and is permitted to publish 
the following letter to, Mr. Ashbrook 
trom the Treasury Department: 


In lesponse to your inquiry of the 


30th ultimo, whether a lot on an al- 
ley would be considered a corner lot 
for the purpose ot the new federal 
building site in Newark, O., I have 
the honor to advise you that the De- 
partment's requirement, as set forth 
in the advertisement now being pub- 
lished at Newark, is for a lot at the 
intersection of two STREETS.

crisp from the top of his head to his 
hips in a gas explosion in the base- 
ment of his home, at noon Sunday, L.

Many other questions of course enter Into this much discussed subject of 
suffrage lor women.
